The  faithful  American  Dog. 

AN  Officer  in  the  late  American  army,  on  his  ftation  at 
the  weft  ward,  went  out  in  the  morning  with  his  Dog 
and  gun,  in  queil  of  game.  Venturing  too  far  from  the  gar- 
rifon,  he  was  fired  upon  by  an  Indian,  who  was  lurking  in 
the  bullies,  and  iriftantly  fell  to  the  ground. 

The  Indian,  running  to  him,  ftruck  him  on  the  head  with 
his  tomahawk,  in  order  to  difpatch  him;  but,  the  button  of  his 
hat  fortunately  warding  off  the  edge,  he  was  only  itunned  by 
the  blow.  With  favage  cruelty  he  applied  the  fcalping-knife, 
and  haftened  away  with  this  horrid  trophy  of  his  vi&ory ; 
leaving  the  Officer  for  dead,  and  none  to  relieve  or  confole 
him,  but  his  faithful  Dog. 

The  afflicled  creature  gave  every  expreffion  of  his  attach- 
ment, fidelity,  and  afFedion.  He  licked  the  wounds  with  in- 
expreffible  tendernefs,  and  mourned  the  fate  of  his  beloved 
Mailer.  Having  performed  every  office  which  fy mpathy  dic- 
tated, or  fagacity  could  invent,  without  being  able  to  remove

ration  immediately  took  place,  and  he  was  foon  conveyed  to 
the  hofpital  at  Albany  ;  where,  in  a  few  weeks,  he  entirely 
recovered,  and  was  able  to  return  to  his  duty. 

This  worthy  Officer  owed  his  life,  probably,  to  the  fideli- 
ty of  this  fagacious  Dog.  His  tongue,  which  the  Gentleman 
afterwards  declared  gave  him  the  moft  exquifite  pleafure,  cla- 
ritied  the  wound  in  the  moft  effectual  manner ;  and  his  per- 
feverance  brought  that  afiiitance,  without  which  his  Matter 
muft  foon  have  perimed.

X  N  elderly  Hottentot,  in  the  fervice  of  a  Chriftian,  near 
l\.  tlve  upper  part  of  Sunday  river,  on  the  Cambdebo  fide, 
perceived  a  Lion  following  him,  at  a  great  diftance,  for  two! 
hours  together.  Thence  he  naturally  concluded,  that  the  j 
Lion  only  waited  for  the  approach  of  darknefs,  in  order  to 
make  him  a  prey;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  could  not  expect  | 
any  other  than  to  ferve  for  this  fierce  animal's  fupper;  inaf- j 
much  as  he  had  no  weapon  of  defence  but  a  (tick,  and  knew  i 
that  he  could  not  get  home  before  dark. 

But,  as  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  Li-I 
on,  and  the  manner  of  his  feizing  upon  his  prey;  and  had] 
leifure  to  ruminate  on  the  beft  means  of  preferving  himfelf ; 
he  at  length  hit  on  a  method  of  faving  his  life. 

For  this  purpofe,  inftead  of  making  the  heft  of  his  way 
home,  he  fought  out  a  precipice ;  and,  fetting  down  on  the 
tdg&  of  is,  found,  to  his  great  joy,  that  the  Lion  alfo  halt- 
ed, and  kept  his  former  diftance. 

As  foon  as  it  grew  dark,  the  Hottentot,  Hiding  a  little 
forward,  let  himfelf  down  below  the  upper  edge  of  the  preci- 
pice, upon  fome  projecting  part  or  cleft  of  the  rock,  where 
he  could  juft  keep  himfelf  from  falling.  But,  in  order  to 
cheat  the  Lion  more  effectually,  he  fet  his  hat  and  cloak  on 
the  (tick,  making  with  it  a  gentle  motion  juft  over  his  head, 
a  little  way  from  the  edge  of  the  precipice. 

This  crafty  expedient  had  the  defired  fuccefs.  He  did  not 
(lay  long  in  that  iituation,  before  the  Lion  came  creeping 
foftly  towards  him,  like  a  cat ;  and,  miftaking  the  (kin-coat

Ne'er  Greek,  in  War  or  Love  diftrefl, 
To  Delphus  went  in  greater  hafte ! 
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Finding  every  attempt  to  regain  his  caps  fruitlefs,  he  at 
length,  in  a  fit  of"  rage  and  difapj  ointment,  and  under  the  fup- 
polition  that  the  one  on  his  heao  was  not  worth  taking  away, 
pulled  it  off;  and,  throwing  it  upon  the  grouna,  exclaimed, 
"  Here,  you  little  thieving  rogues,  if  you  will  keep  the  reft, 
you  are  welcome  to  this  alio." 

He  had  no  focner  done  this,  than,  to  his  great  furprife,  the 
little  observing  animals  very  readily  imitated  him.  rl  hey  aM 
threw  down  their  caps  upon  the  ground ;  by  which  the  Sailor 
regained  his  property,  and  marched  off  in  triumph.

Curious  Adventure  of  a  Hcjpan,  during  the  late  War. 

WHEN  Gen.  Wafhington  captured  the  Heflians  at 
Trenton,  in  December,  1776,  a  private  Soldier,  who 
by  flight  efcaped  the  fate  of  his  comrades,  betook  himfelf  to 
a  neighbouring  wood.  Unacquainted  with  the  country,  and 
a  ftranger  to  the  Englilh  language,  he  conceived  it  impoflibie 
for  him,  at  that  time,  to  efcape  to  any  of  the  polls  occupied 
by  the  Eritifh  forces ;  he  therefore  conilructed  a  rude,  tempo- 
rary habitation,  at  the  foot  of  a  hill,  fheltered  from  the  in- 
clemency of  the  weather  by  the  furrounding  foreft.  In  this 
I  folitary  abode  he  dwelt  nine  months,  fubfiiting  almoft  alto- 
jgether  on  fuch  vegetable  productions  as  the  country  and  fea- 
fons  afforded. 

At  length,  grown  weary  of  his  inhofpltable  and  unfriend- 
ly lodging,  he  fought,  and  found  one  more  agreeable  in  an 
adjacent  hay-barrack.  The  proprietor,  a  Farmer  near  Tren- 
ton, obferved  the  hay,  at  different  times,  difordered  in  fuch 
a  manner  as  induced  him  to  fufpect,  that  fome  ftranger  had 
taken  up  his  lodging  there ;  and  determined  to  know  who 
the  nocturnal  intruder  might  be :  He  attended  one  morning 
with  feveral  of  his  domeitics,  and,  having  placed  themfeves 
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in  a  convenient  poiitton,  waited  his  departure.     At  the  dawn 
of  day  he  came  forth,  yawned,  and  {hook  himfelf,  and  then 
began  his  march,  by  eafy  fteps,  to  his  retirement  in  the 
woods.     The  Farmer  and  his  attendants  cracked  their  whips,! 
and  gave  a  Ihout,  which  very  much  accelerated  his  progrefs.} 
They  purfued,  and  ere  he  could  reach  his  wretched  afylum,{ 
was  overtaken  and  feized. 

His  grotefque  figure  (occaMoned  by  the  tattered,  ftate  of 
his  regimentals;  an  old  worried  flocking  drawn  over  his 
head,  as  a  fubuitute  for  a  hat;  his  difhevelled  locks,  and 
venerable  beard;  together  with  the  amazement  and  terror 
which  diftorred  his  countenance) ;  induced  his  purfuers  to 
fuppofe  him  an  unfortunate  Maniac :  And,  fearing  the  con- 
fequences  of  making  too  free  with  a  perfon  of  that  defcrip- 
tion,  when  at  liberty,  they  very  prudently  bound  his  hands: 
behind  him,  and  then  conducted  him  to  their  dwelling. 

During  thefe  tranfa&ions,  he  obferved  an  uniform  iilence ; 
and,  confidering  all  around  him  his  fanguinary  foes,  he  fur- 
rendered  himfelf  to  melancholy  and  deep  defpair. 

Soon  after,  feveral  neighbours  came  in  ;  fome  of  whom  he 
difcovered,  by  their  language,  to  be  Germans.  To  thefe  he 
addreffed  himfelf;  gave  an  affecting  relation  of  his  curious 
adventure ;  and  fued  for  protection.  They  all  aflured  him 
of  their  friendly  difpof.tions  towards  him ;  and  immediately 
offered  him  employment  in  the  labours  of  hulbandry. 

He  foon  became  perfectly  reconciled  to  his  fate  ;  accepted 
their  propofal ;  and  proved,  by  his  induitry  and  integrity,  a 
very  valuable  member  of  the  community.

iTttts  for  an  Adult.  The  quantity  may  be  varied,  according 
j  to  the  age,  fize,  and  constitution  of  the  Patient.  If  nccef- 
jfary,  repeat  the  Dofe  once- in  fix  or  eight  hours.  Ccnfider- 
J  able  evacuations,  I  conceive  to  be,  not  only  unnecenary, 
jbut  injurious,  as  they  ferve  to  debilitate,  and  prolong  the 
|  difeafe. 

A  tea  of  Plantain,,  or  fome  other  cooling,  fimple  drink, 
;  may  be  ufeful ;  and,  if  a  thirft  for  Cider  be  difcovered,  it 
may  be  gratified. 

Carefully  avoid  keeping  this  preparation  in  veffels  partak- 
ling  of  the  qualities  of  lead,  as  the  poifon  produced  by  that 
mean,  may  prove  dangerous. 

The  fuccefs  of  the  remedy  depends  much  on  preparing  and 
giving  the  dofe,  as  above  di reeled. 

The  fimplicity  of  this  treatment  renders  it  the  more  valua- 
ble, as  all  perfons  have  it  in  their  power  to  avail  themfelves 
lof  its  ufe.

On  cutting  of   Teeth. 

IT  is  generally  obferved,  that  the  greateil  proportion  of} 
Children  die  under  two  years  of  age.  This  is  chiefly  owing  j 
to  their  cutting  teeth  during  that  period.  Hence  ccnvulfions, 
fevers,  and,  in  cities  and  towns,  vomiting  and  purging,  oft 
which  fo  many  die  every  year.  Thefe  fatal  efTe&s  might,  in 
jmany  cafes,  be  prevented,  by  cutting  the  gums  with  a  lancet, 
•or  (h a rp-poin ted  knife,  deep  enough  to  feel  the  tooth. 


Remedy  for  the  Piles. 
WHEN  the  Piles  have  continued  a  long  time,  and  produ- 
ced running  fores,  they  may  often  be  cured  by  taking  from 
30  to  60  drops  of  Baifam  Capivi,  or  Spirits  of  Turpentine, 
I  morning  and  evening,  in  a  little  fugar  and  water. 

Cure  for  the  Dropjy. 
DISSOLVE   a   table-fpoonful  of  powdered   Cream  of 
Tartar  in  a  quart  of  water.     Drink  this  in  the  courfe  of  the 
day,  and  repeat  it  for  three  or  four  days.    It  will  bring  away 
a  great  deal  of  water,  by  (tool,  with  little  or  no  pain. 

To  take  the  Fire  out  of  a  Bum  or  Scald. 
TAKE  a  lump  of  lime  as  big  as  an  tgg,  and  diffolve  it  in 
a  pint  of  fpring  water.  When  it  fettles,  take  the  clear  water, 
and  beat  it  up  with  oil :    It  will  become  a  thick  ointment. 
With  a  feather  anoint  the  place,  once  in  3  or  4  minutes. 

A  neiv  and  expeditious  Method  of  f alibi g  Meat. 
WHILE  the  Butcher  is  killing  your  hearts,  heat  a  quan- 
tity of  fait,  in  a  dry  pot  or  other  veffel,  as  hot  as  fire  will 
make  it.  Whenever  the  meat  is  dreffed,  cut  it  up ;  and,  be- 
fore it  grows  cold,  roll  it  well  in  the  heated  fait.  As  the! 
pores  of  the  flefh  (while  warm)  are  open,  the  hot  fait  will 
effectually  penetrate  the  largeft  gammons  of  bacon,  or  rounds 
of  beef,  in  15  or  20  minutes.  You  may  then  hang  it  up  to 
fmoke,  and  it  will  be  perfectly  cured ;  and  better  flavored, 
than  by  the  common  method  of  falting.  Proved. 

Direclhns  for  hrenxi'wg  the  Effence  of  Spruce  into  Beer. 
FOR  a  veffel  of  30  gallons,  take  12  ounces  of  Effence, 
and  2  gallons  of  molaffes ;  mixing  them  well  in  5  or  6  gal- 
lons of  warm  or  cold  water,  according  to  the  climate.
